This sampling from one sector

The record 
indicates, 
however, that people on their home 
grounds for the most part do not 
wish to foot a bigger educational 
bill.

right as it is. or whether they sim ­ 
ply don’t care enough one way or 
the other. 
lf. as many educators and other 
leading public figures believe, the 
system is faulty, then to dismiss 
the m atter now with a shrug could 
be perilous 
You do not fix up 
the schools of a great nation with 
a quick, last minute, 
shot in the - 
arm of money. They need thought 
ful care continuously year after 
year, without end.

New Signs Are Coming 


Here's a long range preview' of 
the new easy-to-road route mark­ 
ers you’ll see on the country-wide 
network of the National System of 
Interstate and Defense Highways. 
Since many of the system's high­ 
ways still have to be constructed, 
you may not see the signs for 


a while, but here s how they will 
look: 
The primary sign is a 36-inch 
shn ld shaped marker, similar to 
the shields used on U.S. routes 
since 1926. Reflectorized white 
print on a red and blue background 
wiii make it easy to see at night. 
Signs wail carry the word “In­ 
terstate,” the name of the state, 
and the route number. 
Route numbers will not exceed 
two digits unless a letter is added 
to indicate direction. Even num­ 
bers mean highways running east 
and wa •-t; odd numbers, north and 
south. Numbering will begin in the 
south and west, respectively. 
A smaller 24-inch, shield will be 
used on U.S., state or major city 
routes to indicate an intersection 
with an Inter tate route. 
An 18-inch sign, known as a 
“Trail Blazer,” will he used to 
guide traffic to Interstate routes.
